SALEM, OREGON, 
. September 9, 1872. 
To the Honorable Legislative Assembly of the State of 
Oregon : 

I have the honor to submit the following report of the 
affairs of- the State Department for the biennial term end- 
ing September 9, 1879: 

The transactions of the office of the Secretary of State 
for the past two years have been unusually extensive and 
important. 'The erection of the new Penitentiary building 
and the other valuable enterprises inaugurated under the 
present State administration have greatly augmented the 
ordinary labors ofthe office. Besides this, owing to the fact 
that the appropriations for the two years ending Sept. 10, 
1870, were not made until the last session of the Legislative 
Assembly, much of the business properly belonging to that 
period was necessarily brought forward into the present 
term, and I have thus been compelled to perform a consider- 
rable share of what were really my predecessor's duties in 
addition to my own. Tt would be impossible to give a de- 
tailed account of all the multiplied and various operations of 
this Department during this term. I can do no more in this 
report than to present a condensed view of the manner in 
which the several appropriations have been expended, to- 
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gether with a brief summary of the other financial con- 
cerns of the State, leaving additional information: to be 
sought in the books, records and files of my office. Fora 
complete account of the warrants drawn by me upon the 
Treasury, and of the consideration for the same, I respect- 
fully refer you to the annexed abstract. 


CLAIMS FOR WHICH NO WARRANTS HAVE BEEN ISSUED. 


By a recent decision of the Supreme Court, it has been 
determined that the Secretary of State has no legal author 
ity to draw warrants for the payment of any claims for 
which appropriations have not been regularly made by 
the Legislature. Since this decision was rendered, quite a 
number of claims have been presented to me, for which, 
in the absence of appropriations (except where the act 
carried its dwn appropriation), I have not drawn warrants. 
These claims, if found to be just, should be paid without 


further delay. Following is a synopsis of claims of this 


character, a few of which were presented prior to said de- 
cision, but were not audited for want of suflicient proof, 
which no doubt will be forthcoming.

As many of these claims have already been running for 
a considerable length of time, it will be claimed by those 
interested in these demands that interest be allowed upon 
them. ` 
As to the item of “accounts for incidental expenses in 
excess of appropriation ($2,250 00),’’ in the above synop- 
sis, I beg leave to submit an explanation. The Legisla- 
ture, at its last session, appropriated the sum of $24,000 00, 
¿to pay for rents, lights, fuel, postage, and other incidental 
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expenses of the Legislature, Executive and Administra- 
tive Departments, and of the Supreme Court, Adjutant 
General's office, and State Library for the preceding two 


_ years, ending September 10, 1870. On the other hand 
` only the sum of $13,000 00 was appropriated to pay the 


incidental expenses of the same Departments and offices 
for the two years following. But, notwithstanding the 
fact that the amount allowed for incidental expenses for . 
the last two years of my predecessor's term was thus so 
greatly in excess of that allowed for the same expenses 
for the first two years of my own term, when Secretary 
May closed his report there were outstanding demands 
against the State for about $2,000 00 in excess of the 
$24,000 00 appropriated to the Incidental Fund for those 
two years, as above mentioned. These outstanding de- 
mands were not included in Mr. May's report, but were 
presented to me for allowance. I accordingly audited 
them, and drew warrants for their payment upon the 
$13,000 00 appropriated for the incidental expenses of 
the current biennial term. This left me but about $11,- 
000 00 with which to meet the expenses of all the De- 
partments for two years. Hence, notwithstanding the 
economy which I have feltit my duty to practice, the 
expenses have overrun the appropriation, as above stated, 
about $2,250 00. If I had not been compelled to draw 
upon the current appropriation to meet liabilities incurred 


. by my predecessor, I should have been able to make that 


appropriation eover nearly all the expenditures of the 
term. 


FOREIGN INSURANCE AND EXPRESS CORPORATIONS, ETC. 

Under an act passed at the last session of the Legisla- 
ture entitled “An act to amend an act entitled an act to 
regulate and tax foreign insurance and express corpora- 
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tions or associations, doing business in this State,”” etc., the 
Secretary of State was required to “procure and cause to 
be printed” stamps of certain specified denominations to 
be aflixed to policies of insurance. In obedience to this 
requirement a considerable number of stamps have been 
procured, and many have been sold. ‘The amount realized 
from these sales thus tar is $1,859 95. `-

This law in relation to Insurance and Express companies 
is somewhat defective in several particulars ; so defective 
in fact as to render its thorough enforcement impossible. 
The law should be made more definite. The deposits to- 
be made with the State Treasurer should be more clearly 
stated. Some penalty should be affixed to non-compliance 
with the various requirements of the law on the part of 
companies and associations referred to in it. Besides | 
these changes a few others are required, the necessity for 
which is apparent on the face of the law. 
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THE “CODE.” 


There are about 1,850 copies of the “ General Laws -of 
Oregon," (commonly known as * Deady's Code,” still on 
hand in the State Department. They are held at $6 per 
volume, the price originally fixed as the cost of printing 
and binding each volume. But they meet with a very 
tardy sale. In fact, they are constantly diminishing in 
value, by reason of the changes made at every succeeding 
session of the Legislature, by way of amendments and re- 
peal, and the demand for them has consequently almost 
entirely ceased. Unless immediate steps are taken to dis- 
pose of them in some way, the indications are that in a few 
years more they will be altogether obsolete and wholly 
unsaleable at any figure. I think, however, that by putting 
the price down considerably, many, if not all of them, 
might soon be sold, and that the State might thus be able 
to realize a-portion at least of their original cost. I there- 
fore suggest that some action in this direction be taken by , 
your Honorable Body at this session. 


A NEW COMPILATION OF LAWS NEEDED. 


It is now nearly ten years since our laws were codified. 
Since then there have been published four volumes of 
session laws. Of these, the laws of 1865 and 1868 are 
* out of print," and there are but few copies remaining of 
the laws of 1866. There is a great call from the counties 
for copies of these several volumes of laws; some of the . 
counties, indeed, are wholly unsupplied with the laws of 
1865 and 1868. Steps should therefore be immediately 
taken to have all the laws passed since 1864, and now in 
force, compiled and published in one volume. Any delay 
in this matter will work great inconvenience and hardship 
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upon those counties not fully supplied with copies of the 
laws; and, aside from this, such a compilation would be of 
great advantage to our Courts and legal profession, and 
the people generally, inasmuch as it would save the ne- 
cessity of hunting through four different volumes for any 
provision of law enacted since 1864. Indeed, a eompila- 
tion of all the laws in one volume would supply the de- 
mand for those laws now “out of print.” 


ACCOUNT WITH THE STATE TREASURER. 


The law (sec. 19, page 623, of the “ Code”), requires 
the Secretary of State to keep an account between the 
State and State Treasurer. This, I take the liberty to 
suggest, is, under the presentstate of things, utterly impos- 
sible, unless the Secretary copies the Treasurer's books. It 
was doubtless intended that for all moneys paid into the 
Treasury, duplicate receipts should be issued, one of 
which should be filed with the Secretary of State, and 
that the Secretary, from the receipts so filed and the war- 
rants drawn, should be able to determine at all times the 
exact condition of the public finances. Thus the Secre- 
tary, proceeding by these data, and the Treasurer by the 
original entries in the books of his office, would be able 
to keep duplicate accounts of the public receipts and dis- 
bursements. 1f this theory were altogether correct, of 
course, the provision of law above referred to would serve 
an excellent purpose, by making the Secretary and Treas- 
urer's offices mutual checks upon each other. Unfortu- 
nately, however, as matters are now, the duplicate receipts 
if taken and filed, do not, and cannot, represent all the 
moneys paid into the Treasury; and the warrants drawn 
by the Secretary, on the other hand, do not, and cannot, 
represent a the moneys paid out. On the one hand, pay- 
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ments of interest on loans are constantly being made to the 
Treasurer, of which the Secretary knows nothing; and, 
on the other hand, the Treasurer is just às constantly pay- 
ing out interest on warrants, etc., of which the Secretary 
is equally ignorant. Evidently, therefore, the only means 
the Secretary has of ascertaining exactly the receipts and 
disbursements of the Treasurer's Department, and thus 


keeping a correct account between the State and the 


Treasurer, is by getting access to that officer's books and 
making literal copies of them. ' In this way, if the Bec- . 
retary were a good copyist, the’ accounts of the two offi- 
ces could be made to agree admirably; but I am unable 
to see what good purpose would beserved byit. Tt would 
simply impose upon the Secretary of State the duty of 
keeping the Treasurer’s books in addition to his own, thus 
increasing the labors of an already over-burdened officer, - 
without any useful result whatever. I take the liberty, 
therefore, to ask that the provision of law under consider- 
ation be repealed. Let the Secretary of State keep his 
own books accurately, and no others. 


STATE REVENUES. 


Our revenue laws require your attention. Several acts 
have been passed by the Legislative Assembly creating 
liabilities without making any provision to meet them. 
Hence there is an immediate necessity that some steps 


. Should be taken, not only to relieve the State of its pres- 


ent burdens, but, also, to provide for its Hue and con- 
stantly increasing wants. 

The present mode of assessment seems to me to be 
wholly inadequate to meet the demand for revenue, Prob- 
ably not more than one-fourth of the value of the property 
is returned, and a very large proportion of the property 
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of the State pays no tax at all. This fact is enough to 
show that there are grave and radical defects in our laws 
relating to assessments and taxation, which require a 
speedy and effective remedy. 

The property of the State has increased very rapidly 
' within the past five years. Probably I am altogether 
within bounds in saying that it tias more than doubled in 
value; but the returns of the annual assessments are far 
from showing the facts. For instance:

Only an increase of a litile over eleven millions in the 
first thirteen years of our existence as a State! In the 
same time we have more than doubled our population; 
opened up the commerce of the State and placed it upon 
a solid foundation and in the way of sure and steady 
growth; established several important and successful en- 
terprises upon a. firm basis; and, besides all this, have 
received into the State from abroad an amount of capital, 
now profitably invested and in active operation, larger by 
far than our whole reported taxable wealth for any one 
, year since Oregon was admitted into the Union! Yet the 
successive annual assessments show an increase of prop- 
erty in the whole State of less than twelve million dollars 
in all these thirteen years of marvelous growth and devel- 
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` opment. In the face of this pitiful showing, some means 


should at once be adopted—without discouraging the 
many worthy enterprises now making their start here— 
to bring our assessments up to something like the actual 
value of the property, and to equalize them throughout 
the State, so as to derive from the wealth of the people a 
just and liberal revenue, fairly distributed and bearing 


“upon all classes of citizens and kinds of industry alike. 


Thus the available revenues of the State government 
could be considerably increased without any perceptible 
addition to the burden of taxation upon the citizen. In 


' fact, the equalizing of that burden would actually lighten 


it upon those parts of the State where itis now felt most 
severely. Besides this, our annual assessments, like a 
nicely adjusted gauge, would show accurately our increase 
in wealth from year to year, and would furnish to 
those in other States, contemplating immigration hither, 
convincing evidence of our thrift and prosperity. Thusa 
sure, and at the same time honest, attraction to population 
would .be constantly exhibited. On the other hand, our 
present -assessment returns, indicating, as they do, if not 
decay, at least, a very sluggish growth, actually tend to 
repel immigration. Men who are seeking new homes for 
the purpose of bettering their condition, are not likely to 
turn their steps toward a State whose official property re- 
turns indicate that in its youth it has already ceased to 
grow, or is growing but tardily. ê 


Tt has been suggested as a remedy for the defects in our 
revenue system, that the present per diem compensation 
to the assessor be changed to that of a percentage on the 
value of the property returned. But, no doubt, a more 
efficient remedy for this may be found in a State Board of 
Equalization, with appropriate and ample powers, if sup- 
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plemented by necessary changes in some other respects. 
L.therefore, recommend that provision be immediately 
made for the creation of such a Board. 


> 


THE ESTIMATES FOR THE NEXT TWO YEARS. 


In this report will be found the customary table of esti- 
mates of appropriations for the coming biennial term. 
They have been carefully considered and are believed to 
be reasonable and just. As no warrants can issue when 
the appropriations are exhausted, they should be made 
with reference to this fact. In order to meet every con- 
tingency, including interest on warrants, the estimates 
herein are made. In some cases these estimates may 
seem to be large, but no more will be drawn upon the ap- 
propriations than will be actually required to meet the 
demands against the State: It will be noticed that the 
` estimates for incidental expenses is somewhat larger than 
that made for the two years past. I have already found 
it necessary to incur some extraordinary expenses, which 
will be payable out of the new appropriation. ` These ex- 
penses have been made in the way of improvements about 
the Executive, Legislative and State Departments `and 
Supreme Court, and for stationery, ete. These improve- 
ments were all greatly needed, as much of the furniture, 
carpets, etc., about the rooms occupied by the State were 
worn out and unfit for further use. With reference to the 
appropriation for incidental expenses, as well as the others 
mentioned in the table of estimates, I may be permitted 
to say that care should be taken to make them sufficient 
for all demands. Under the decision of the Supreme 
Court heretofore mentioned, the Secretary of State is pre- 
cluded from drawing warrants after an appropriation is ex- 
hausted. The failure of an appropriation is therefore a 
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grievous embarrassment, as people who deal with the State 
do not care to run up bills when they cannot even receive 
warrants for them. They are apt on that account to in- 
crease their prices somewhat, to compensate them for the 
supposed risk. And aside from this, if an appropriation 
is, from a mistaken view of economy, made too small, it 
generally costs the State something in the way of interest 

on unpaid bills. i 


STATE CAPITOL. 


It would in my judgment be an act of economy in the 
long run to begin immediately the erection of a State cap- 
itol. The rent of legislative halls, department offices, ` 
committee rooms, ete, is a very considerable item in the 
expenses of the State. Besides, from the unsuitability 
and inconvenience ot rooms used, it is constantly neces- 
sary to make considerable outlays in the way of tempo- 
rary improvements and furniture. If however, the rooms 
belonged to the State, and had been constructed for the 
purposes for which they are used, they could be fitted up 
with something like permanence to begin with, and the 
work would not need to be done over every two years. 
What is now spent for rents, furniture, etc., would, if 
saved, be enough in the course of a few years to pay for . 
a capitol building. | 

It may be urged that we, as a people, are too poor to 
undertake the work of erecting publie buildings. Tt is 
true that in these matters Oregon is not extravagant. 
This idea of the poverty of the State, and of the neces- 
sity of economy, has prevented aetion being taken upon 
this important subject by our law-makers. If we look 
into this matter of so-called economy a little, we shall see 
that itis à burden rather than a benefit. 
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While we might take several examples to illustrate the 
workings of this system of economy, we shall stop with 
the following: The indigent insane of this State, for in- 
stance, are kept under a contract. The contractor with 
the State furnishes everything for that purpose, except the 
services of a physician. The cost to the State for keeping 
these patients under this contract for the two years past, 
. including salary of physician, may be stated from the re- 
turns as follows:

The average cost of -each patient to the State for this 
length of time'is a little over $6 32 per week, or $657 28 
for the biennial term. We make the average number of 
patients to be 154, excluding from the list all those who 
are supported in the Asylum by friends or guardians, thus 
_ giving the total cost of keeping the indigent insane for the 
` term above mentioned at $101,221 12. 

If we throw out the item of $29,183 82, for salaries of 
all the officers of the Penitentiary, including guards, &c., 
and the amount paid for sand, wood for brick yards, hard- 
ware, machinery, &c., from the expenses of the Oregon 
Penitentiary, for the past two years, we shall find that the 
actual cost of keeping each prisoner per day by the State 
in her own buildings, and within her enclosures, including 
clothing, food, medicines, services of physicians, &c., is 25 
cents—$1 75 per week, or $182 00 for the biennial term. 


If we take the same number of convicts that we have 
of patients in the Asylum—average 154—the sum total 
for keeping that number for two years would be $28,336 00 
Add interest on warrants...... —— Rê nên 1,000 00 
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| Estimated salaries of officers of an Asylum for 
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Making a total of.......:...... eet mom 886 00 
If we will deduct this amount from that paid for keeping 
the insane during the term mentioned we shall have a 
balance, or a saving, in favor of an Asylum building, of 
over $56,000 00. 

This sum, or even, if it were but $30,000, if saved to 
the State each term would in a few years aggregate an 
amount sufficiently large to enable the State to erect an 
Asylum building, suitable in all respects for the growing 
wants of this State in this particular. In this estimate no 
credits are given to the Penitentiary fund on account of 
the products of the labor of the convicts. 

: The food of the Penitentiary is of great variety and is 
liberally, but prudently supplied to keep the prisoners in 
proper condition for work. On the other hand the inmates 

| of the Insane Asylum, laboring as they do almost univer- 

| sally under physical as well as mental disease and requiring 

| for the purpose of treatment to be kept upon limited diet, 
do not need, nor can they consume so lárge an amount of food 
as the same number of sane persons; especially if nearly 
all of them are able bodied men, as they are in the Peni- 
tentiary. 

The estimated cost of keeping each convict was tam. 
ished me upon request by the efficient Superintendent of 
the Penitentiary, W. H. Watkinds, Esq., whose official 
report will contain valuable information upon matters con- 

| nected with the prison. . 

This comparison is made simply to show the real ex- 
pensiveness of the short-sighted economy which some would 
adopt in our State affairs. It may be just to say, that in 
no State are the insane better kept, if so well, as they rx 
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in Oregon by Dr. Hawthorne, the contractor with the State. 
He is entitled to great credit for the constant attention and 
extreme kindness which he bestows upon these unfortu- 
nates. The regret is that this is not all done in a State 
. building, that Oregon might receive some portion of this 
credit, and upon a plan of permanent and actual economy 
to the State. 

There is no State in the Union perhaps where economy 
is 80 expensive in the end, and such a hindrance to the 
advancement of the State as it is in Oregon. It runs 
through every department of our State, Administrative, 
Judicial, and Legislative, and contracts rather than 
expands every thing it touches. The only remedy for it 
is for your honorable body not or to change this system 
but to reform it altogether. 


The best evidence of the prosperity of à people is to be 
found in the spirit and energy shown in public works. If 
those works are thorough and progressive they invite and 
encourage immigration, and create confidence and give 
assurance of success to every enterprise calculated to 
develop the resources of the State. 


ig MUTE SCHOOL. 


I respectfully call your attention to the annexed report 
of the Board of Education, respecting the mute school, 
established under House Joint Resolution No. 29, adopted 
by the Legislative Assembly October 26, 1870, and which 
the Secretary of State is required to include in his report. 


This school has been kept up for nearly two years with 
limited means, but with success. We may now regard it 
as a permanent institution of the State, and it should re- - 
ceive your special consideration. There are eighteen pu- 


pils now in the school, this fall, and eighteen more who 
3—s i 
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will enter, and they ought to have a building ereeted 
especially adapted to the peculiar wants of this unfortu- 
nate class Of people. As land, I understand, will be gra- 
tuitously offered to the State during the present session, 
by different parties, as an inducement to locate a site and . 
erect upen it a school building for mutes, I recommend 
that à suitable tract of land thus proffered be selected for 
that purpose, and that an appropriation be made to further 
this object. At the same time have the building so con- 
structed as to afford room for a sehool for the blind, of 
whom there are now quite a number in this State who re- 
quire the advantages of an education. 
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DEFICIEN CIES. 


I deem it proper to allude to the fact that since the last 
session of your honorable body a very rigid investigation 
of the affairs of the State Department during the term of 
my predecessor has been made by a commission appointed 
pursuant to S. J. R. No. 27, adopted by the Legislative 
Assembly October 26, 1870. As that investigation re- 
lated to my department, it might be expected, perhaps, 
that I should report the result. I prefer, however, to leave 
the matter altogether in the hands of the Commission. 
'The report of the gentlemen comprising it is already pre- 

« pared, and will be laid before you by the President, Hon. 
B. F. Burch, some time in the course of your session. For 
fall particulars I refer you to the evidence taken before 
that commission. D 


Counsel have been employed on behalf of the State in 
the prosecution of S. E. May, former Secretary, and in 
conducting civil actions brought by the State against him 
and his sureties for the recovery of moneys of the State 
not accounted for by him. The prosecution in the trim- 
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-inal cases, after three trials and no eonviction, abandoned 
further proceedings on the remaining iudictments against 
Mr. May, but the civil aetions above mentioned are still 
pending. These expenses are for services of attorneys and 
court fees, the amount of which I am unable to present, 
as bills for said services and fees have not as yet been ren- 
dered. An appropriation to meet these demands when 
presented might be made, based upon an estimate of the 
amount usually paid for this class of services. 


The expenses over and above the appropriation for the 
. Penitentiary, owing to the great demand upon the new 
Superintendent to make the convicts secure and comforta. 
ble in their old quarters, and in proeuring for them ma- 
ehinery, tools, etc., to use in their several occupations, for 
sand and wood used in the brick yard, where brick-making 
has been carried on extensively for two years past, to- 
gether with the additional outlay rendered necessary by 
the inerease in the number of prisoners over former years, 
for extra guards, food, clothing, ete., will amount to $19,- 
677 75. For full particulars of the affairs of the prison, 
I respectfully refer you to the report of the Superintend- 
ent. - 

The indigent insane in this State have largely increased 
in number during the past two years, for the keeping of 
whom the appropriation proved wholly inadequate. The 
expense in excess of the appropriation, including accounts 
for conveying the insane to the asylum, will amount to 
the sum of $22,000 00. s : 

Appropriations to pay the deficiency in the case of the 
Penitentiary, and in that of the Insane Asylum, should be 
made. The appropriation made for the new Penitentiary 
building was not sufficient to finish it, procure cells, etc. 
It was deemed necessary for the safety of the prisoners, as 


a 
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well as to preserve the structure, that the work should not 
stop until the building was completed. The Commission- 
ers therefore erected the building, procured the cells, ete., 
and it i§ now occupied by the prisoners. The old prison 
building was not fit even for shelter, and was wholly un- 
safe at any time as a place for keeping convicts. In finish- 
ing the building, the Commissioners necessarily incurred 
an indebtedness amounting to the sum of $51,595 85, for
